All  of  the 
covenants,  obligations,  and  considerations  of  this  lease  shalfextend  to  and  be  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto,  their  heirs  successors  assigns 
and  successive  assigns  No  change  or  division  in  the  ownership  of  said  land,  royalties,  or  other  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof,  howsoever  effected' 
shall  increase  the  obligations  or  diminish  the  rights  of  Lessee,  including,  but  notlimited  to,  the  location  and  drilling  of  weHs  and  the  measurement 
ot  production.  Notwithstanding  any  other  actual  or  constructive  knowledge  or  notice  thereof  of  or  to  Lessee,  its  successors  or  assigns  no 
change  or  division  in  the  ownership  of  said  land  or  of  the  royalties,  or  other  moneys,  or  the  right  to  receive  the  same,  howsoever  effected  shall 
be  binding  upon  the  then  record  owner  of  this  lease  until  sixty  (60)  days  after  there  has  been  furnished  to  such  record  owner  at  his  or  its 
principal  place  of  business  by  Lessor  or  Lessor's  heirs,  successors,  or  assigns,  notice  of  such  change  or  division,  supported  by  either  originals 
or  duly  certified  copies  of  the  instruments  which  have  been  properly  filed  for  record  and  which  evidence  such  change  or  division  and  ofsuch 
oo^reanteand  proceedings,  transcripts,  or  other  documents  as  shall  be  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  such  record  owner  to  establish  the 
va  wity  ot  such  change  or  division.

9.  In  the  event  Lessor  considers  that  Lessee  has  not  complied  with  all  its  obligations  hereunder,  both  express  and  implied,  Lessor  shall 
notify  Lessee  in  writing,  setting  out  specifically  in  what  respects  Lessee  has  breached  this  contract  Lessee  shaff  then  have  sixty  (60)  days  after 
receipt  of  said  notice  within  which  to  meet  or  commence  to  meet  all  or  any  part  of  the  breaches  alleged  by  Lessor.  The  service  of  said  notice 


lease  is  canceled  for  any  cause,  it  shall  nevertheless  remain  in  force  and  effect  as  to  (1)  sufficient  acreage  around  each  weU  as  to  which  there  are 
operations  to  constitute  a  dntng  or  maximum  allowable  unit  under  appicable  governmental  regulations,  (but  in  no  event  less  that  forty  acres) 
such  acreage  to  be  designated  by  Lessee  as  nearly  as  practicable  in  the  form  of  a  square  centered  at  the  well,  or  in  such  shape  as  then 
existing  spacing  rules  require;  and  (2)  any  part  of  said  land  included  in  a  pooled  unit  on  which  there  are  operations.

days  following  the  removal  of  such  delaying  cause,  and  this  lease  may  be  extended  thereafter  by  operations  as  if  such  delay  had  not  occurred.

13.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  this  lease,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  which  may  be  exercised  by  Lessee 
giving  notice  to  Lessor,  a  well  which  has  been  drilled  and  Lessee  intends  to  frac  shall  be  deemed  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paving 
quantities  and  the  date  such  well  is  shut-in  shall  be  when  the  drilling  operations  are  completed. 

_*_14,  As^a  result  of  ,and  development  in  the  vicinity  of  said  land,  governmental  rules  or  ordinances  regarding  well  sites  and/or 
surface  restrictions  as  may  be  set  forth  in  this  lease  and/or  other  leases  in  the  vicinity,  surface  locations  for  well  sites  in  the  vicinity  may 
be  limited  and  Lessee  may  encounter  difficulty  securing  surface  location(s)  for  drilling,  reworking  or  other  operations.  Therefore  since 
dnlling,  reworking  or  other  operations  are  either  restricted  or  not  allowed  on  said  landor  other  leases  in  the  vicinity  it  is  agreed  that  any 
such  operations  conducted  at  a  surface  location  off  of  said  land  or  off  of  lands  with  which  said  land  are  pooled  in  accordance  with  this

This  option  may  be  exercised  anytime  durinq  the  initial 
pnmary  term  by  delivery  of  payment  of  an  additional  bonus  of  $18.500.00  per  net  mineral  acre.  The  bonus  payment  shall  constitute 
notice  to  Lessor  of  exercise  of  the  option.
